My  dear  Relatives: - 


Here  is  your  family  record;  incomplete  in  certain  parts, but 
containing  all  information  available  at  this  time.  The  writer  has 
assembled  this  record  as  a  spare  time  hobby  during  a  period  of  over 
twenty  years*  It  was,  of  course,  interrupted  for  several  years  by 
World  War  II. 

i  The  writer  apologizes  for  any  errors  that  may  have  crept  into 
the  record,  and  sincerely  hopes  that  you  will  notify  him  imnediately 
if  you  find  any,  so  that  they  may  be  corrected  at  once.  Further, 
if  any  of  you  have  any  additional  information,  which  should  be 
included  in  this  record,  the  writer  will  greatly  appreciate  receiv¬ 
ing  it,  and  will  duplicate  it  and  forward  it  to  all  holders  of  this 
record  as  time  permits.  Remember,  when  you  have  passed  on,  this 
record  will  remain,  therefore,  be  sure  that  it  contains  all  the 
family  information  you  may  be  in  possession  of  which  should  be 
included,  and  be  sure  that  the  information  herein  is  correct.  This 
record  belongs  to  you,  the  members  of  the  family,  and  represents 
the  combined  efforts  of  many  members  of  the  family,  whose  splendid 
cooperation  made  this  record  possible.

1. -  On  four  huge  stone  blocks  flanking  the  north  and  south  en¬ 
trances  to  the  National  Archives  Building  in  Washington ,  D.C.  which 
produced  so  much  of  the  documentary  information  recorded  herein, 
there  are  four  statements  chiseled  deeply  in  these  stones  ;  they  are: 
"The  Heritage  of  the  Past  is  the  Seed  that  Brings  Forth  the  Harvest 
of  the  Future",  "Eternal  Vigilance  is  the  Price  of  Liberty",  "Study 
the  Past",  but  the  one  that  interested  the  writer  most  was:"What 
is  Past  is  Prologue". 

2. -  In  the  writer* s  humble  opinion,  an- individual* s  interest  in 
history  is  quite  often  dependent  upon  the  extent  to  which  they  or 
theirs  have  contributed  to  its  making.  Accordingly ,* this  record 
should  prove  very  interesting  to  a  great  many  people,  since  the 
many  descendants  herein  listed,  or  otherwise  unknown,  have  aided 
materially  in  the  molding  of  the  history  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  probably  a  long  long  time  before  its  inception.  There¬ 
fore,  let  us  commense  with  history,  as  pertains  to  the  history  of 

a  family,  which  should  prove  interesting  to  a  great  number  of 
people  living  and  countless  numbers  to  be  born. 

At  the  conclusion  of  th6  Black  Hawk  War,  there  was  a  general 
movement  of  settlers  into  Wisconsin  from  the  New  England  states. 

As  a  part  of  the  latter  period  of  this  movement,  probably  in  the 
year  185 0,  a  covered  wagon  departed  from  Cortland  County,  or  was 
it  Cattaraugus  County,  New  York;  anyway,  the  wagon  tongue  was 
headed  towards  the  setting  sun.  The  reins  of  the  horses  were  in 
the  hands  of  a  young  easy-going  cheerful  sort  of  a  fellow,  and  at 
his  side  sat  a  calm,  confident,  dark  eyed  young  woman.  Within  the 
wagon,  three  healthy  children  added  their  lusty  approval  to  the 
adventure » 

Thus,  Levi  Nelson  Tongue,  his  wife  Adeline  Sutton  Morse,  and 
their  children,  Evander  age  10,  Levi  Legrand  age  8,  and  Emma 
Rosalia  age  5,  proceeded  to  the  new  frontier.  They  probably  were 
accompanied  by  other  relatives,  but  no  one  seems  to  have  any  infor¬ 
mation  con-cerning  this.  There  is  a  possibility  that  Adeline's 
father  William  Morse,  and  her  step-mother  accompanied  them. 

Adeline’s  brother,  Warren  Hill  Morse,  who  left  for  the  gold  fields 
of  California  in  1850,  may  also  have  accompanied  them  as  far  as  1 
Illinois.  Also  her  sister  Betsy  Morse,  who  married  William  Gage, 
may  have  been  in  the  party.  They  first  arrived  in  the  State  of 
Illinois,  in  the  year  1850,  possibly  in  the  vicinity  of  Marengo  or 
Belvidere.  No  one  seems  to- know  anything  about  this  period  of 
their  journey.  Fran  thence,  and  in  about  the  year  1855,  they  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  and  settled  near  Elroy,  Wisconsin  (which  is  approximately 
ten  miles  from  Hillsboro).  Their  last  three  children  were  born  •* 
someplace  in  the  State  of  Illinois.  After  arriving  in  Wisconsin, 
they  evidently  lived  on  a  farm,  possibly  not  too  far  from  Hillsboro, 
because  in  1861,  both  Levi  Nelson  Tongue,  end  his  son  Levi  Legrand, 
enlisted  in  the  Union  Army  from  Hillsboro.  Sometime  after,  or 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  Civil  War,  Levi  Nelson  Tongue,  with 
at  least  part  of  his  family,  moved  to  Blue  Earth,  Minnesota.  There 
appears  some  evidence,  although  not  too  conclusive,  that  the  family 
was  residing  at  or  near  Blue  Earth  in  the  year  1880. 
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5*-  Later  the  family  returned  to  Hillsboro,  which  was  sometime 
before  the  death  of  Levi  Nelson  Tongue,  which  oc cured  in  1887* 
However,  from  the  time  of  their  first  arrival  in  1855,  Hillsboro 
became  the  central  point  of  the  Tongue  family,  from  which  the 
descendants  proceeded  in  all  directions,  like  the  spokes  from  the 
hub  of  a  wheel*  And,  to  this  day,  the  family  is  well  represented 
there*  In  a  sense,  Hillsboro,  is  the  Mecca  of  the  Tongue  family* 

6.-  Many  of  the  older  books  spell  the  name  of  Hillsboro  as 
"Hillsborough"*  Evidently  the  spelling  has  been  modernized  in 
recent  years.  Hillsboro  is  an  interesting  little  city  of  about 
1,150  people,  located  in  the  south-westerly  part  of  Wisconsin,  in 
Yernon  County#  It  lies  approximately  twenty-five  miles  due  East 
of  the  source  of  the  Kickapoo  River,  so  often  mentioned  by  members 
of  the  family,  who  were  born  or  resided  at  Hillsboro* 

7*-  In  the  spring  of  1861,  peaceful  intercourse  betv^en  the 
several  States  had  ceased,  and  the  gods  of  war  moved  in*  The 
explosion  rocked  the  Nation  as  well  as  the  world*  Abe  Lincoln  put 
forth  a  desperate  call,  and  it  touched  every  hamlet  no  matter  how 
small#  American  manhood  rallied  to  the  colors*;  Levi  Nelson  Tongue, 
age  42,  and  his  son  Levi  Legrand  Tongue,  age  18,  were  no  exceptions; 
they  were  in  fact,  among  the  first  to  go* 

8*-  Erom  the  books:  "Wisconsin  Volunteers,  War  of  Rebellion 
1861-1865" ,  published  by  the  SteV  in  1914,  and  " Wi sc onsin  Volun¬ 
teers,  Roster  of",  Vol.I,  publish  a  in  1886,  we  learn  the  following: 

(a)  Levi  Nelson  Tongue  and  his  son  Levi  Legrand  Tongue,  en¬ 
listed  from  Hillsboro,  Wisconsin,  on  10  May  1861,  in  Company  "I" 
of  the  Sixth  Infantry  Regiment  of  the  Wisconsin  Volunteers* 

(b)  Levi  Nelson  Tongue,  was  the  original  First  Sergeant  of 
Company  I*  He  transferred  to  the  Regimental  Band,  as  a 
drummer,  on  1  October  1861*  He  was  discharged  from  the  Regi¬ 
mental  Band  and  the  Army  on  31  March  1862.  Evidently,  he  had 
the  spirit,  but  not  the  necessary  youth* 

(c)  Levi  Legrand  Tongue,  was  a  Sergeant  in  the  Veterinary 
Corps,  and  established  an  outstanding  military  record  until 
taken  prisoner  on  23  lune  1864*  He  was  incarcerated  in  the 
terrible  Andersonvi lie  prison  in  Georgia.  He  weighed  190 
pounds  when  captured,  and  73  pounds  when  liberated#  He  was 
mustered  out  of  the  service  on  13  June  1865* 

9#-  The  book  "Synonyms  of  Organizations  in  the  Volunteer 
Service  1861-1865",  published  in  1885,  by  the  U.S.  Adj  .General  *s 
Office,  states  that  Company  "I"  of  the  6th  Infantry  Regiment , 
was  called:  "Anderson  Guards". 
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10 4-  The  patriotic  fervor  that  permeated  the  boys,  not  to 
mention  the  entire  Country  in  1861,  defies  portrayal  by  the  ordin¬ 
ary  author*  For  one  must  have  lived  it,  as  well  as  to  have  been  a 
writer;  and  so  few  are  qualified.  It  appears  that  the  patriotic 
fervor  that  influenced  the  boys  of  |6l,  probably  has  never  been 
equalled  since*  Therefore,  we  are  indebted  to  Colonel  E.M.  Rogers-, 
for  his  vivid  historical  account  of  Company  "I",  of  the  Sixth  Wis#, 
Infantry,  as  reprinted  in  the  Hillsboro  Censor,  for  recapturing  a 
glimps  of  this  feeling  that  stirred  everyone  of  that  period*  A  few 
extracts  of  these  memories  out  of  the  past,  appear  below*  Certainly 
no  one  can  read  this  account,  and  not  catch  a  part  of  this  spirit 
that  filled  the  breasts  of  these  men;  I  quote: 

"(a)  The  Anderson  Guards  left  Hillsboro,  Vernon  County,  late 
in  June  1861,  fully  officered  and' partly  recruited#  They  halted 
the  first  night  at  Ontario  (Wis.),  receiving  twenty  recruits,  and 
selecting  two  corporals;  proceeded  ter  Viroqua,  received  twenty- 
five  more  recruits,  and  appointed  two  sergeants;  left  Viroqua  for 
Bad  Ax  City,  where  Gov*  Randall  had  ordered  the  ferry-boat, 
ALLAMAKEE,  to  be  in  readiness  to  take  the  Company  on  board*  Along 
the  road  to  the  river,  youths  left  the  field  without  going  home 
for  a  "change”;  men  hurried  to  the  house  to  say  good-bye,  and 
then  joined  their  fortunes  with  the  Company.  The  band  of  four 
pieces  kept  up  a  medley  of  Yankee  Doodle  and  Hail  Columbia,  and 
together  with  the  small  flag  on  the  lead  wagon,  made  up  one  of 
the  most  inspiring,  enthusiastic,  liberty-loving  processions 
that  had  ever  been  witnessed  in  the  Country*  Parents  tried  to 
keep  the  youths  back,  but  the  enthusiasm  in  Young  America  was 
too  great,  and  they  went  forward  with  a  determination  that 
paternal  deomonstration  and  threats  could  not  prevent.  Thus, 
armed  with  a  flag  and  music,  the  Company  arrived  at  Madison, 
Wisconsin,  on  the  28th  of  June,  and  was  christened  Company  "I"# 

"(b)  Uniforms  were  furnished,  brogans  fitted,  some  barbering 

done,  and  the  Guards  were  ready  to  commence  their  part  in  the 

great  programme  to  which  they  were  so  soon  introduced*  Many 

never  more  saw  their  homes,  but  few  returned  without  honorable 

wounds  and  others  ruined  in  health*

’*  (c)  The  record  is  good,  of  duty  well  performed.  The  Company 
saw  the  great  finale  in  the  surrender  of  Lee,  The  panorama  was 
a  grand  one,  and  the  peace  cai  .•  which  had  long  been  devoutly 
wished  for,  and  with  the  Triumphant  Army,  they  marched  back  to 
one  Capitol  they  had  fought  so  valiantly  to  defend.  Then  the 
grand  review,  and  homeward  bound*  The  war  was  ended*  Peace  to 
the  ashes  of  our  fallen  comrades  left  sleeping  in  death  --  dead 
that  the  Country  might  live* 

"(d)  Levi  Nelson  Tongue,  the  original  first  sergeant,  was 
transferred  to  the  band  as  a  drummer  boy,  mustered  out  and 
removed  to  Iowa* 
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"  (e)  When  Adjutant  Brooks  went  on  his  ill-fated  raid  to  burn  ' 
the  Danville  bridge,  with  thirty  men,  he  asked  from  Company  "I" 
three  names  "of  good  men  and  soldi ers".  The  writer  (Col,  Rogers) 
told  him  to  take  Tommy  Newton,  Sam  Waller,  and  Levi  Legrand  ' 
Tongue,  three  braver  men,  who  would  be  faithful  to  any  trust, 
perform  any  duty,  no  matter  how  forlorn  the  hope,  could  not  be 
found;  three  men  who  would  face  death  in  the  performance  of 
duty*  The  second  day  out,  the  poorly  officered  command 
surrendered,  and  the  raiders, were  taken  to  Andersonville, 

Newton  soon  broke  down  under  the  inhuman  treatment,  was  ex¬ 
changed  in  the  spring  of  1865*  Levi  Legrand  Tongue,  after 
suffering  the  inhumanities  of  that  pen,  was  exchanged  in  March 
1865,  in  the  most  wretched  condition  that  a  man  could  be 
reduced  to  live* 

tf  (f)  Be  it  said  to  the  credit  of  that  Company,  they  were 
obedient  to  every  duty,  and  that  they  performed  it  well*  Let 
that  night  at  Gainsville,  Bull  Run,  South  Mountain,  Antietam 
Creek,  Fredricksburg,  the  crossing  of  the  Rappahannock, 

Chancellor sville,  Gettysburg*  Wilderness,  Laurel  Hill,  Spotsyl¬ 
vania,  North  Anna,  Cold  Harbor,  Petersburg;  Yellow  Tavern, 
Hatcher’s  Run;  Five  Forks  and  Gravelly  Run,  and  the  marches  by 

day  and  night,  in  the  sun  and  dust,  in  the  rain  and  mud,  attest 

their  valor,  for  no  one  can  question  it." 

11*-  Yet  another  son  of  Levi  Nelson  Tongue  was  to  actively 
participate  in  this  historic  period*  His  eldest  son,  Evander 
Eseubes  Tongue,  had  been  married  scarcely  four  months  when  the 
original  formation  of  Company  "I"  took  place.  He  did  not  join 
this  movement.  Perhaps  he  was  mi-dful  of  Deuteronomy  24!  5  - 

"When  a  man  hath  taken  a  new  wife,  he  shall  not  go  to  war, - 

he  shall  be  free  at  home  one  year,  and  shall  cheer  up  his  wife 

which  he  hath  taken."  In  any  event,  he  reluctantly  remained 
behind  and  tended  the  farm*  The  following  year  his  firstborn 
"Hoyt"  was  born  and  died  four  months  later.  However,  in  July 
I864,  another  son  "Morris"  was  bom,  and  from  thence  onward, 
conditions  permitting  his  participation  in  the  war  became  more 
favorable.  Accordingly,  and  on  20  February  I865,  he  enlisted 
as  a  private  in  Giles  D.  Walker’s  Company  "A",  of  the  153rd 
Regiment  of  the  Illinois  Volunteers, 

12.-  From  the  book  "Illinois  Adjutant  General  Report,  1861-66", 
Volume  7,  we  learn  that  the  153rd  Infantry  Illinois  Volunteers,  was 
organized  at  Camp  Frey,  Illinois;  by  Colonel  Stephen  Bronson,  and 
was  mustered  in  27  February  I865,  far  one  year.  On  the  4th  of  March, 
the  Regiment  was  moved  by  rail,  via  Louisville  and  Nashville,  to 
Tullahoma,  and  reported  to  Major  General  Millroy.  The  Regiment  was 
assigned  to  the  Second  Brigade,  Defenses  of  Nashville  and  Chattanooga 
Railroad,  and  Brevet  Brigadier  General  Dudley  commanded  this  Brigade* 
In  the  latter  part  of  March,  three  Companies  under  the  command  of 
Major  Wilson,  went  on  a  campaign  into  Alabama  and  returned.  It  is 
not  known -whether  or  not  Evander  participated  in  this  campaign.  In 
any  event,  his  brother  Levi  Legrand  considered  this  tome  duty,  and 
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stated  in  one  of  his  colorful  letters  still  preserved,  that  he  felt 
sorry  for  Evander  who  drew' such  a  relatively  uninteresting  assign¬ 
ment.  On  the  1st  of 'July,  the  Brigade  moved  via  Nashville  and 
Louisville  to  Memphis,  Tenn.  The  Brigade  was  mustered  out  on 
15  September  1865,  and  moved  to  Springfield,  Illinois,  and  on 
September  24th,  reoeived  final  pay  and  discharge. 

13*-  Upon  enlisting,  Evander  Eseubes  Tongue,  gave  as  his  place 
of  residence:  "Bonus."  Bonus,  is  a  small  town  near  Bellvidere, 
Illinois,  where  it  is  believed  Evander1 s  family  first  resided  after 
arriving  in  the  West.  Although  it  appears  that  Evander,- was  farming 
nyr  Hillsboro,  Wisconsin,  at  the  time  of  his  enlisting,  it  may  be 
that  he  gave  Bonus  as  the  place  of  his  residence  in  order  to  qualify 
for  enlistment  in  the  Illinois  Volunteers.  It  would  be  interesting 
to  know  why l  In  Evander *s  Company,  a  Daniel  M .Smith,  listed  his 
place  of  residence  as  Bonus.  Was  he  Evander* s  buddy  of  perhaps 
many  years  standing?  • 

14 •  -  Levi  Nelson  Tongue  was  born  on  14  December  1818.  The  place 
of  his  birth  is  unknown.  Mrs  Addie  Westbrook  is  of  the  opinion  that 
he  was  born  in  some  New  England  State,  and  she  recalls  that  Adeline 
mentioned  Danville,  in  Connecticut,  and  that  one  of  his  ancestors 
may  have  been  a  whaler.  Others  suggest  New  Jersey  and  New  York. 
Many  of ‘the  family  fee^  sure  that  he  was  not  of  Irish  or  English 
descent,  and,  there  ar£  others  just  as  possitive  that  he  was  not  of 
Scotish  descent.  Mr  Alexander  E.Walker  (ID-5),  points  out: '"On  the 
northern  coast  of  Scotland,  there  is  a  town  called  "Tongue",  which 
is  on  the  Kyle  of  Tongue  Sutherlandshire .  Also,  the  name  "Tongue" 

is  the  house  name  of  the  dam  Mackay,  who  live  in  Sutherlandshire »  ' 
Furthermore,  Tongue,  is  the  name  of  a 'family  who  live  in  Pontypridd, 
in  the  Rhondda  Valley,  Glamorganshire,  Wales."  In  any  event,  it  is 
known  that  Levi  Nelson  Tongue  had  blue  eyes,  sandy  hair,  was  a 
shoemaker  by  trade,  died  on  25  June  1887,  and  was  buried  in  Mount 
Vernon  Cemetery,  Hillsboro,  Wisconsin.

Myron  Nelson  Tongue,  died  on  4  December  1857,  and  was  buried  at 
Hillsboro,  Wisconsin. 
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17#-  Adeline  Sutton  Morse  (of  whom  a  great  deal  more  is  known), 
the  wife  of  Levi  Nelson  Tongue,  was  born  on  6  June  1821,  in  Cortland 
County,  New  York,  in  the  village  of  Cuyler,  which  was  then  a  part 
of  Truxton.  She  had  brown  eyes,  and  brown  hair#  Her  European 
descent  has  not  yet  been  completely  determined,  but  she  was  pre¬ 
dominantly  of  English  descent*  She  died  of  age  on  l  September  1922, 
and  was  buried  in  Mount  Vernon  Cemetery,  Hillsboro,  Wisconsin. 


18.-  Adeline  was  a  pioneer,  therefore,  any  entry  concerning  her 
occupation,  would  obviously  be  rather  vague.  She  was  of  necessity 
a  "trail  blazer”,  but  despite  the  attendant  hardships,  she  seems 
to  have  weathered  lifes  struggle  exceptionally  well,  living  to  the 
rip6  old  age  of  over  101,  and  remaining  a  very  active  and  energetic 
woman  until  her  death.  Several  members  of  the  family  recall  her  * 
trip  to  the  State  of  New  York,  when  she  was  over  eighty  years  old, 
and  she  made  this  trip  alone.  This  trip  is-  also  well  recalled  by 
the  older  generations  at  Cortland,  New  York,  and  vicinity.  One  of 
the  persons  whom  she  visited  on  that  trip  was  her  brother,  William 
Addison  Morse,  of  Cuyler,  who  was  at  that  time  custodian  of  the 
family  homestead. 

19 Adeline  celebrated  her  100th  birthday  on  6  June  1921,  at 
Hillsboro,  Vernon  County,  Wisconsin?  The  newspapaer  account  of 
this  event,  indicates  that  it  was  quite  an  occasion.  The  celebra¬ 
tion  took  place  at  the  home  of  her  daughter-in-law,  Mrs  Levi 
Legrand  Tongue,  with  whom  she  livedc  Many  of  those  present  sadly 
noted  that  she  had  outlived  her  husband  and  all  her  children,  but 
what  they  did  not  note,  was  the  fact  that  the  strength  of  her 
courageous  Morse  forbearers  impelled  her  to  always  ”keep  her 
coin  up" .

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21. -  On  the  occasion  of  Adeline  Sutton  Morse  Tongue’s  100th 
birthday,  Mrs  James  (Julia)  Tucker,  (no  relation  to  the  family) 
wrote  a  poem  in  her  honor.  It  follows: 

Just  one  hundred  years  old  today, 

What  a  wonderful,  grand  old  age; 

Could  we  but  now  read  this  story 
Written  on  that  century  page.  •

22. -  But,  the  "Grim  Reaper"  s  long  overdue,  and  on  Thursday 
evening  of  31  October  1922,  she  sank  into  a  coma,  from  which  she 
was  not  destined  to  recover.  She  passed  away  at  3  P*m.  of  the 
following  day;  the  end  came  without  pain.  She  remained  patient 
and  uncomplaining  until  the  end.  She  was  laid  to  rest  beside  her 
husband,  who  had  preceeded  her  in  death  by  35  years. 
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23.-  Here  are  a  couple  or  Grandma  Adeline’s  recipes ,  which,  some 
present  generation  culinary  expert  may  like  to  try.  The  first  one 
is  very  old,  one  of  Grandma’s  really  secret  formulas,  and  probably 
dates  back  several  hundred  years: 

The  first  -  is  called  ’’HEGDOM"  (the  "eg"  is  pronounced  the  same 
as  in  "keg"  ;  this  word  does  not  appear  in  any  present  day  cookbook 
or  dictionary,  to  the  writer’s  knowledge,  and  its  meaning  is  probab¬ 
ly  lost  in  antiquity;  it  appears  to  be  another  name  for  old-fashion¬ 
ed  pickles)#  Anyway,  here  is  how  to  make  hegdom:-  Take  about  a 
quarter  bushel  of  your  largest  cucumbers,  you  usually  can’t  find 
any  use  for  them  anyway,  and  after  washing  them,  cut  off  their  ends, 
and  chop  them  up.  Don’t  chop  them  too  fine.  Take  an  amount  .of 
onions,  which  when  peeled  and  chopped,  will  equal  one-third  the 
quantity  of  cucumbers.  You  should  have  six  quarts  of  chopped 
cucumbers  and  two  quarts  of  chopped  onions.  Chop  a  large  green 
pepper  real  fine,  and  three  chili  peppers,  and  add  this  and  one 
cup  of  salt  in  a  jar  and  mix  thoroughly  with  the  chopped  onions  and 
cucumbers  -  then  let  the  mixture  stand  for  about  two  days.  This 
may  appear  to  be  a  pretty  large  amount  of  pickles,  but  then  our 
grandmothers  usually  had  large  families,  and  had  to  do  most  every¬ 
thing  in  a  big  way#'  Next,  place  the  mixture  in  a  colander  and  let 
the  brine  drain  off,  as  completely  as  it  will,  without  pressure. 

Take  one  tablespoon  of  cloves,  one  of  ground  cinnamon,  and  one  of 
whole  mustard  seed,  take  two  tablespoons  of  allspice,  pour  all  in 
a  cup  of  boiling  water  and  simmer  for  about  four  minutes.  Add  three 
pints  of  vinegar  to  tie  spices  and  let  it  get  scalding  hot.  Pour 
the  spices  and  vinegar  over  the  pickles  in  an  earthen  jar.  Add  more 
vinegar  if  necessary  to  cover  t.js  cucumbers  and  onions,  but  stir 
'thoroughly  •  Let  stand  for  about  two  weeks.  Some  descendant  of  the 
family  ought  to  try  this  one  out  commercially,  it  may  be  worth  e 
mint. 

The  second  -  is  Tomatoe  Catsup  -  and  it  makes  the  usual  copner- 
cial  variety  a  poor  substitute.  Take  one  gallon  of  tomatoes  stewed 
and  strained,  and  to  them  add  the  following  (spices  all  to  be  ground) 
one-half  tablespoon  of  cloves,  one  tablespoon  each  of  salt,  allspice, 
cinnamon,  cayenne  pepper,  two  tablespoons  of  mustard,  and  three  of 
black  pepper,  and  one  pint  of  vinegar.  Simmer  until  as  thick  as 
desired*  On  this  one,  don’t  make  the  mistake  of  using  old  spices 
which  have  lost  their  snap’. 

24*-  The  writer  spent  part  of  the  22nd  and  all  of  the  23rd  of 
July  1949>  at  Cortlant,  New  York,  and  vincinity,  es  the  guest  of 
Mr  Eugene  McAllister,  who  was  so  kind  to  assist  the  writer  by 
pointing  out  the  many  locations  of  family  importance,  as  well  as 
a  great  deal  of  other  assistance.  The  writer  drove  up  from 
V/ashington,  D.C.,  a  distance  of  about  335  miles.  Therefore,  it 
might  be  interesting  to  pass  along  some  information  concerning  the 
place  from  whence  Adeline  came. 

25.“  Cortland  County  is  located  in  about  the  central  part  of  the 
State  of  New  York.  The  City  of  Cortland  (Pop:  17,000),  is  the 
County  Seat,  and  it  is  located  about  36  miles  due  south  of  the 
c'i  ky  of  Syracuse,  also  visited  by  the  writer. 
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26. -  Proceeding  northeastward  out  of  the  city  of  Cortlatti,  up 
a  beautiful  valley,  on  State  Highway  No. 13  (paved)  which  parallels 
the  East  Branch  of  the  Tioughnioga  River,  (mileage  by  the  speed¬ 
ometer),  we  first  arrived  at  East  Homer(5.9  miles)  (Pop*  100):  then 
Truxton  (5.2  miles  further  on;  Pop.450,  Alt.  1,150).  Truxton  (named 
in  honor  of  Commodore  Thomas  Truyton,  USN),  is  the  birthplace  of 
baseball1  s  "master  mind”,  John  J.  McGraw  (1873-1934);  they  have 
erected  a  monument  to  him  in  the  center  of  the  village.  Then  on 

to  Cuyler  (4.8  miles  further  o^Pop.  150);  then  DeRuyter  (4  miles 
beyond;  Pop  550)*  DeRuyter,  however,  is  located  just  across  the 
county  line  in  Madison  county. 

27. -  State  Highway  No  .13 ,  cuts  across  the  Morse  homestead, 

and  borders  the  north  edge  of  the  village  of  Cuyler.  The  railroad, 
which  ccmes  from  Cortland,  was  built  through  Cuyler  in  1872.  These 
two  improvemoits  have  so  changed  the  landscape,  David  Moss  would 
probably  never  recognize  the  old  homstead.

/  We  now  delve  into  the  history  of  Adeline’s  f  amily  / 

We  shall  turn  back  a  few  pages  of  history,  and  ccmmense  with 
David  Moss,  the  grandfather  of  Adeline  Sutton  Morse  Tongue. 

28. -  David  Moss  was  born  on  23  April  1761,  and  it  is  believed 
that  he  was  born  at  or  near  Warwick,  in  Orange  County,  New  York. 
According  to  the  census  of  1790,  he  was  then  living  at  Warwick. 

Upon  the  occasion  of  his  applying  for  a  pension  for  his  services 
during  the  Revolutionary  War,  on  14  June  1828,  an  !,Irena  Stewart” 
(probably  David* s  mother)  submitted  a  deposition  in  support  of 
his  claim.  She  stated  that,  though  then  living  in  Cortland 
County,  N.Y.,  she  married  the  father  of  David  Moss  who  lived  in  * 
the  town  of  Warwick  in  Orange  County,  N.Y.  That  the  said,  David, 
had  enlisted  as  she  was  informed  rnd  verely  believed  during  the 
war,  that  he  returned  home  at  War  wick  at  the  expiration  of  the 
war,  and  that  she  heard  her  husband  read  his  discharge.  Although 
David  could  neither  read  nor  write,  this  would  imply  that  his 
father  could. 

29. -  David  Moss  was  a  Revolutionary  Soldier,  and  the  follow¬ 
ing  is  a  summary  of  the  information  contained  in  his  pension 
record  and  servioe  record  filed  in  the  National  Archives,  and 
from  the  Library  of  Congress,  the  books:  ”New  York  in  the  Revo¬ 
lution”,  2nd  edition  by  Roberts,  1898,  and  ”New  York  in  the 
Revolution1}  Vol.I,  by  Per  now,  1887: 

30. -  David  Moss  enlisted’  in  the  New  York  Line  of  the  Revo¬ 
lutionary  War,  on  1  May  1779,  for  a  period  of  nine  months,  when 
he  was  eighteen  years  of  age.  The  records  indicate  that  he 
joined  Captain  Israel  Smith’s  Company  (the  Seventh  Company);  of 
the  Fourth  Battalion,  commanded  by  Lt.Col.  Frederick  Weissenfels; 
of  the  Second  New  York  Regiment,  commanded  by  Colonel  Philip  Van 
Cortland.  The  Company  Muster  Roll  of  May  1779,  was  dated  22  June 
1779,  at  Canajoharie.  The  Company  Muster  Rolls  (hereinafter 
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abbreviated  to  ,fCMRft),  are  included  to  show  the  places  .at  which 
David  Moss  was  located  during  his  service,  and  the  dates  thereon 
closely  approximate  the  dates  when  he  was  paid#  The  CMR  of  Oct-  • 
ober  1779,  was  dated  22  November  1779,  at  Pompton# 

31.-  After  completion  of  the  first  nine  months  of  duty,  the 
records  indicate  that  he  was  then  enlisted  for  the  duration  of  the 
War,  and  was  in  the  Seventh  Company,  under  Captain  Israel  Smith; 
of  the  Fourth  New  York  Regiment  of  Foot,  commanded  by  Lt.Col. 
Frederick  Weissenf els «  The  CMR  was  dated  27  January  1780,  at  a 
camp  near  Morristown#  He  was  granted  a  furlough  from  27  January 
to  5  February  1780w  The  CMR  of  January  and  February  1780,  was 
dated  3  March  1780,  at  a  camp  near  Morristown#  The  CMR  of  March 
and  April  1780,  was  dated  4  May  1780,  at  Camp.  The  CMR  of  May  and 
June  1780,  was  dated  5  July  1780.  at  Camp  West  Point.  The  CMR  of 
July  and  August  1780,  was  dated  o  September  1780,  at  Stunearapie

34«-  The  pay  roll  cards  in  his  service  record  indicates  that 
he  received  approximately  per  month#  However,  there  is  no 

indication  that  he  was  paid  for  the  first  nine  months  of  service# 

35. -  On  1  August  1781,  he  was  assigned  to  Captain  John  F# 
Hamtramck’s  Light  Infantry  Company  (this  Company  was  designated 

at  various  times  as  Captain  Abner  French’s  Light  Infantry  Company); 
of  the  Second  New  York  Regiment  of  Foot,  commanded  by  Colonel 
Philip  Van  Cortland#  The  CMR  for  July-Dee  ember  1781,  dated 
22  January  1782,  at  Hutts  New  York  Line.  The  next  CMR  dated 
9  September  1781,  at  Head  of  Elk#  The  CMR  for  January  1782,  dated 
31  J  anuary  1782,  at  Hutts  New  York  Line#  David  received  a  furlough 
from  16-31  January  1782.  There  is  another  CMR  dated  January  1782,

36. -  David  Moss  received  an  Honorable  Discharge  as  a  Private 
from  the  Army  on  8  June  1783>  at  Snake  Hill  near  Newburgh,  New 
York,  with  an  endorsement  on  the  back  stating  that  the  same  should 
not  avail  the  bearer  as  a  discharge  until  the  ratification  of  the 
Definitive  Treaty  of  Peace;  and  that  in_the  interval  it  would 
operate  as  a  furlough*  M3?s  Josephine  McKay  recalls  that  her  fatner 
often  stated  that  David  Moss  was  on  picket  duty  the  night  before 
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37. -  After  the  war,  on  25  March  1784,  just  one  month  short  of 
being  23  years  of  age,  David  Mo  an  carried  Lydia  Sutton.  In  all 
probability  they  were  married  at  or  near  Warwick,  in  Orange  County, 

New  York*  Eleven  children  were  born  to  David  and  his  wife  Lydia, 
and  information  concerning  these  children  and  their  descendants  is 
contained  further  on  in  this  record.  The  four  oldest  children  were 
probably  born  at  or  near  Warwick,  N.Y.  It  is  an  obvious  fact  that 
the  seven  youngest  were  born  at  Cuyler,  New  York.

From  his  service 
record  in  the  National  Archives  in  Washington.  D.C.,  it  is  evident

Abraham  Sutton,  b:  11  June  1784,  d:  unknown 

39.-  The  tombstones  at  and  near  Warwick,  N.Y.,  have  been 
searched  without  success,  for  the  probable  location  of  the  grave 
of  David  Moss’  father. 
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40.-  For  his  services  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  of  four  years, 
one  month,  and  seven  days,  David  Moss,  was  given  a  land  bounty, 
designated  Lot  87,  where  the  villiage  of  Cuyler,  New  York,  now 
stands.  The  deed  to  this  land  bore  the  great  seal  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  was  dated  16  January  1792,  and  was  probably  one  of  the 
few  deeds  actually  signed  by  Uo  .rge  Clinton,  the  first  governor 
of  New  York* 

41*-  Lot  87,  consisted  of  nearly  one  square  mile  of  land,  600 
acres,  which  extended  from  hillside  to  hillside  across  the  fertile 
valley  of  the  East  Branch  of  the  Tioughnioga  River,  and  included 
all  of  what  is  now  the  village  of  Cuyler.  The  name  "Tioughni oga" 
is  frcm  the  Delaware  Indian  language,  who  once  ruled  this  area. 

Lot  87  was  first  a  part  of  Pompey  township,  later,  in  1798,  it 
became  a  part  of  Fabius,  Montgomery  County,  later  a  part  of  Solon,* 
Onondaga  County,  later  in  1808,  a  part  of  Truxton,  Cortland  County, 
and  finally  in  1828,  it  became  Cuyler,  Cortland  County.  This  was 
the  first  farm  established  in  the  valley  of  the  East  Branch  of  the 
Tioughnioga  River,  and  it  remained  in  the  Morse  family  for  over 
145  years. 

42.-  David  Moss*  farm  was  hewed  out  of  the  very  heart  cf  the 
vast  wilderness  once  ruled  and  loved  by  Hiawatha,  the  mighty 
Chieftain  of  the  Onondaga,  of  whom  Longfellow  wrote  ♦  Hiawatha 
lived  during  the  fifteenth  century,  and  his  name  meant  "He  who 
seeks  the  wampum  belt".  He  was  one  of  the  greatest  Indians  that 
ever  lived,  by  the  way,  and  probably  one  of  the  greatest  statesmen 
of  all  time. 

* 

43«-  David  Moss  moved  onto  his  land  bounty  in  the  spring  of 
1792.  He  gave  100  acres  of  his  land  to  James  Lockwood,  his  brother- 
in-law,  for  accompanying  him  into  the  wilderness.  It  is  not  known 
if  they  brought  their  families  with  them,  but  it  is  evident  that 
they  arrived  at  the  place  Cuyler  now  stands,  in  April  1792,  and 
that  Davidfs  wife,  Lydia,  was  with  him  in  June  1792*  It  appears 
that  they  cam6  up  the  Tioughnioga  River  by  canoe  from  New  Jersey. 
They  arrived  at  Cuyler  near  nightfall,  and  the  weary  travelers  * 
dropped  their  guns  and  trappings  by  the  side  of  a  large  boulder, 
a  short  distance  from  the  river  bank;  pitched  their  tent,  and 
lighted  their  campfire  for  the  evening  meal.  They  were  the  first 
settlers  to  arrive  in  the  valley  of  the  East  Branch  of  the 
Tioughnioga  River,  in  what  is  now  Cortland  County.  The  State  of 
New  York  has  erected  an  18  by  36  inch  iron  marker,  on  a  steel 
post,  a  few  feet  from  the  campfire  site,  located  in  the  northwest 
corner  of  tte  cemetery,  and  at  the  north  end  of  Cuyler,  about  75 
feet  from  the  grave  of  David  Moss,  which  reads  as  f ol lows: "CAMP¬ 
FIRE  SITE  -  HERE  DAVID  MORSE  AND  JACES  LOCKWOOD  MADE  FIRST  CAMPFIRE 
APRIL  1792  AND  MADE  FRIENDS  WITH  THE  INDIANS." 

44.-  On  the  morning,  following  the  day  of  their  arrival ,  >  James 
Lockwood  peering  from  their  tent,  saw  a  tall  Indian  dart  behind  a 
tree  on  a  small  knoll  above  than.  David  Moss’  grave  was  dug 
through  the  roots  of  this  tree,  thus  marking  the  spot  for  all 
time  where  they  first  encounted  an  Indian.  James  Lockwood  jumped 
for  his  gun,  but  was  promptly  halted  by  David  Moss,  who  stated: 
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"We  must  make  friends  with  these  people,  if  we  are  going  to  live 
h6re" .  David  walked  slowly  towards  the  Indian,  who  retreated, 
dodging  from  tree  to  tree,  David  then  laid  down  his  rifle  as  a 
gesture  of  friendship,  tockhis  pipe  from  his  pocket,  lighted  it, 
and  extended  it  towards  the  Indian,  who  cautiously  advanced  and 
puffed  on  the  pipe  of  peace.  The  pipe  exchanged  hands  several 
times,  and  then  the  Indian  walked  hesitantly  up  the  hillside 
southeastward  from  the  campfire  site.  His  strange  actions  excited 
the  interest  of  David  Moss,  so  he  slowly  followed,  well  aware  of 
the  possibility  of  an  ambush.  Shortly  they  arrived  at  a  small 
clearing  where  a  nicely  dressed  carcass  of  a  deer  hung  in  the 
crotch  of  a  tree.  The  Indian  quickly  severed  the  carcass,  and 
slung  one-half  of  it  over  David's  shoulder,  as  further  evidenoe 
of  their  mutual  friendship.  This  is  the  first  and  only  known 
incident  they  had  with  the  Indians,  although  they  were  in  evidence 
all  about  them.  The  second  morning  after  their  arrival,  they 
induced  the  Indian  to  come  into  their  tent  and  eat  some  venison; 
this  he  did,  but  not  until  after  they  had  sat  down  and  formally 
smoked  the  Pipe  of  Peace.  This  Indian  Peace  Pipe,  or  rather  the 
bowl  of  it,  appears  to  have  been  carved  out  of  a  reddish-grey  rock, 
similar  to  the  pipestone  found  only  in  Minnesota,  It  has  been 
passed  down  the  generations  of  the  Morse  family,  and  is  presently 
in  the  possession  of  Mr  V/ i  11  iam  Morse  of  Cortland.  N.Y.  Each 
morning,  thereafter,  the  Indian  returned  to  Davidrs  tent  and  later 
his  cabin  for  breakfast,  for  more  than  a  year,  but  never  at  any 
other  time  in  the  day.  He  no  doubt  interceded  for  the  family  at 
his  council  fires  in  times  of  trouble,  and  he  was  probably  a  member 
of  the  powerful  Onondagas,  since  this  was  the  hunting  grounds  of 
that  tribe.  One  morning  he  failed  to  appear,  and  was  never  heard 
of  again. 

45. -  David  Moss  erected  his  cabin  a  few  hundred  feet  northward 
from  their  first  camp,  A  depression  in  the  ground,  marks  its 
location,  at  the  southern  end  of  the  Morse  barn  erecte'd  in  1910, 
which  is  at  the  south  end  of  the  village  of  Cuyler,  An  18  by  3° 
inch  steel  sign  erected  by  the  State,  stands  about  fifteen  feet 
south  of  the  actual  location  of  the  cabin,  and  reads  as  follows: 

"SITE  OF  CABIN  -  DAVID  MORSE  SETTLED  HERE  IN  1792  -  FROM  NEW  JERSEY 
ON  LAND  GRANTED  FROM  GOVERNMENT  STILL  IN  F^CLLY  POSSESSION."  (1932) 

46. -  James  Lockwood,  built  his  log  cabin  where  the  Barber  hone 
now  stands  in  Cuyler,  Later,  he  built  a  two-story  frame  house, 
which  is  still  standing  at  the  north  end  of  Cuyler,  and  which  is 
presently  occupied.  An  18  by  36  inch  steel  sign  erected  by  the 
State,  in  1932,  stands  about  40  feet  south  of  this  house,  and  reads 
as  follows:  "PIONEER  HOME  OF  JiHES  LOCKWOOD  BUILT  ON  100  ACRES  OF 
LAND  GIVEN  HIM  BY  DAVID  MORSE."  Except  for  the  fact  that  James 
Lockwood  was  supposed  to  have  been  a  brother-in-law  of  David  Moss, 
and  no  reason  is  known  for  doubting  this,  nothing  more  is  known  about 
him.  His  grave  does  not  appear  to  be  in  the  Cuyler  cemetery.  The 
History  of  Cortland  County  by  Smith  in  1885,  indicates  that  James 
Lockwood  came  from  Pennsylvania,  but  there  were  several  errors  in 
this  History.  He  obviously  was  not  a  Revolutionary  Soldier.  It  is 
believed  that  "Garret  Lockwood"  who  married  Irene  Culver,  in  Cuyler 
in  1806,  was  a  son  of  James  Lockwood, 
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47. -  When  David  Moss- arrived  in  his  wilderness  heme,  the 
forests  teemed  with  game,  as  well  as  roving  Indians,  and  the 
rivers  were  full  of  fish.  Corn;  planted 'after*  the  timber  was  cut, 
ground  in  the  hollow  of  a  stump,  venison,  fish,  and  later  potatoes, 
furnished  the  main  articles  of  food.  Salt  and  other  meager  house¬ 
hold  necessities  were  brought  from  Albany  on  pack  horses*  The 
first  trade  was  generally  carried  on  by  barter.  Maple  sugar,  and 
"black  salts"  or  potash,  made  from  the  ashes  of  the  forest  trees, 
cut  to  clear  the  land,  were  the  only  salable  products.  Settlers 
poured  into  the  valley,  saw  grist  and  flax  mills  and  asheries 
spring  up  on  every  stream.  The  closest  neighbors,  was  a  family  who 
settled  at  Homer,  about  fifteen  miles  southwest  of  Cuyler. 

48. -  Yes,  the  State,  in  selecting  Lot  87,  had  been  kind  to 
David  Moss*  Later  on,  in  about  the  year  1922,  David's  great 
grandson,  Orlando  Eugene  Morse,  was  to  harvest  more  than  300 
bushels  of  peas  from  one  acre  of  this  land  —  a  yield  that  had  no 
precedent  in  this  section  of  the  State. 

49. -  There  follows  a  family  incident  concerning  Lydia ,  the 
wife  of  David  Moss,  which  has  been  told  and  retold  by  members  of 
the  Morse  family,  as  well  as  other  early  settlers,  and  as  recorded 
by  Mr .  Eugene  McAllister  of  Cortland:  "The  first  years  of  exist¬ 
ence  for  the  David  Moss  family,  after  moving  on  the  600  acre  land 
bounty  at  Cuyler,  were  fraught  with  many  hardships  —  the  most 
important  perhaps  was  the  scarcity  of  food.  David  Moss  had  four 
milk  cows  which  were  allowed  to  roam  at  will  through  the  primitive 
forests,  since  there  were  no  fences  in  those  days.  One  day  David 
went  to  a  nearby  settlement  to  have  sane  earn  ground  for  food,  as 
there  was  none  left  in  the  cabin*  For  some  unknown  reason,  his 
return  was  delayed.  As  the  evening*  drew  near ,* his  wife  Lydia, left 
her  four  small  children  in  the  cabin,  the  fifth,  Lydia,  was  soon 
to  be  born,  and  went  in  search  of  the  cattle.  She  searched  through 
the  woods  coming  to  one  small  clearing  after  another,  until  she 
had  gone  as  far  up  the  river  as  the  Keeney  Settlement.  Nearby  she 
found  the  cows  lying  down.  Night  time  was  upon  her  as  she  headed 
them  homeward.  On  the  return  trip,  she  crossed  the  river  seven 
times  before  reaching  home.  Later,  when  asked  why  she  dared  such 

a  trip  through  the  woods  infested  with  roving  Indians  and  wild 
animals,  ^he  replied,  "I  knew  I  had  to,  for  my  children  had  to 
have  something  to  eat,  and  there  was  nothing  in  the  cabin," 

50. -  The  History  of  Cortland  County  by  Goodwin,  published  in 
1859,  stated  the  following:  "The  family  of  David  Moss,  the*  pioneer 
of  Cuyler,  lived  the  greater  part  of  one  summer,  on  greens,  and 
yet  did  not  repine,  but  looked  forward  for  better  days".  This 
story  is  well  known  by  the  demandants  in  and  around  Cuyler,  N.Y. 
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51*-  David  and  his  wife  were  of  strong  Christian  faith,  and 
they  inculcated  these  Christian  principles  deeply  in  their  children* 
They  were  of  the  Methodist  faith*  David  provided  the  lot  where  the 
Cuyler  Methodist  Church  was  built  in  18 39,  which  was  repaired  in 
1891,  and  is  still  in  u.sei  Previous  to  that,  regular  services  were 
held  in  various  buildings,  principally  in  Slinger Ian d?  s  barn#

52#-  The  first  school  at  Cuyler,  was  taught  in  David  Moss’  log 
cabin  by  Jabez  Keep,  in  180(1-,  The  first  saw-mill  in  Cuyler  was 
built  by  John  Corbet  in  1803c  David  Moss’  sons  ?  Pnilip  and  Joseph, 
ran  the  store  in  Cuyler  in  1833-  Silas  Blanchard  built  the  first 
cheese  factory  in  1864* 

53*-  David  Moss  deeded  a  piece  of  his  land  grant  to  each  of  his 
eleven  children  as  they  marriedc  All  the  children  sold  their  portions 
of  the  lot  and  moved  elsewhere,  except  his  two  sons  David,  Jr*,  and 
Joseph  Morse,  Accordingly,  vhen  his  son  David  Morse ,  Jr*,  enherited 
the  homestead,  there  probably  was  less  than  100  acres  in  his  share, 
Joseph  Morse,  who  became  a  lawyer,  and  lived  in  Cortland,  apparently 
did  not  sell  his  share  to  his  brother  David,  Jr*  David  Morse,  Jr., 
who  had  no  children,  willed  the  homestead  to  his  nephew  William 
Addison  Morse,  a  son  of  his  broths  r  William  Morse,  whom  he  raised 
from  boyhood.  According  to  Davi  “  Morse,  Jr:s  will,  the  homestead 
then  consisted  of  about  ninety-  acres.  William  Addison  Morse, 
left  the  homestead  to  his  son  Or  Ian  do  Eugene  Morse,  when  he  died 
on  22  June  1910,  Orlando  Eugene  Morse,  as  a  result  of  a  series  of 
difficulties,  was- forced  to  sell  the  homestead,  for  which  he 
received  about  $>6;  500*00#  The  original  deed  signed  by  Governor 
Clinton,  he  entrusted  to  a  lawyer  in  Syracuse  to  determine  its 
value,  and  it  has  not  teen  located  since.  No  doubt,  the  descendants 
of  the  Morse  family  will  some  day  track  it  down, 

54«-  David  Moss  always  used  the  surname  ’’Moss”,  and  in  many 
old  documents,  it  was  spelled  ?vMofs”»  For  some  unknown  reason,  his 
children  changed  their  surname  to  ^ Morse” ,  as  was  common  among  many 
descendants  of  the  Moss  families  at  this  time*  In  the* cemetery  at 
Cuyler,  which  David  Moss  gave  to  the  village  of  Cuyler,  his  nanE  is 
spelled  David  ’’Moss”,  while  that  of  his  son  which  stands  alongside 
gives  the  spelling  of  his  name  as  David  ’’Morse”,  Jr# 

55*-'  David  Moss,  on  16  June  1828,  applied  for  and  received  a 
pension,  under  the  act,  entitled,  ”An  Act  for  the  Relief  of  Certain 
Surviving  Officers  and  Soldiers  of  the  Revolution” *  The  pension 
records  in  the  National  Archives,  discloses  the  fact  that  both 
David  Moss  and  his  wife,  Lydia,  were  illiterate*  A  relatively 
common  thing  in  that  day  and  age.  He  signed  his  pension  application 
of  16  June  1.828,  with  a  curious  mark,  an  ”X”  with  a  loop  in  the 
lower  left  corner,  thus:

5?,-  The  records,  in  the  National  Archives,  in  Washington,  D.C., 
indicate  that  David  Moss  received,  and  after  his  death,  his  wife, 
Lydia,  received,  a  pension  of  $80.00  per  annum. 

58.-  When  Lydia  Sutton  Moss,  applied  for  her  pension,  upon  the 
death  of  her  husband,  David,  it  was  necessary  to  submit  documen¬ 
tary  evidence  to  prove  that  she  was  in  fact 'his  widow.  This  infor¬ 
mation  was* supplied  by  her  son,  David  Morse,  Jr.  /Attached  to  his 
deposition,  was  a  page  torn  from  the  family  Bible*,  which  contained 
the  birth  and  marriage  dates  of  David  Moss  and  his  children.  This 
record  is  available  far  anyone  to  see  in  the  National  Archives. 

Only  the  month  in  which  Benjamin  was  born,  is  missing  from  this 
record.  The  Bible  record  is  written  very  well,  and  was  probably 
written  by  an  itinerant  scribe  passing  through  the  oountry.  No 

piotures  nor  discriptions  of  David  or  Lydia  Moss  are  known  to  exist.

59.-  David  Moss,  died  on  29  February  1644,  and  his  wife  Lydia, 
died  on  12  September  1853*  They  were  buried  side  by  side  on  the 
knoll  in  Cuyler  Cemetery,  which  overlooks  the  fertile  valley  in 
which  they  contributed’  over  fifty  years  of  their  lives  establishing 

an  heritage  wrested  from  a  Wilderness  primeval.

On  a  little  knoll  in  the  cemetery  at  Cuyler,  New  York, 
overlooking  th6  Valley  of  the  East  Branch  of  the  Tioughnioga  River 
are  three  graves:  a  father  and  mother  and  their  son 
(to  whom  they  had  entrusted  the  family  homestead).

Polly,  at  Harvard,  Illinois,  which  is  near  Bonus.  She  remembers 
that  Aunt  Susy  had  beautiful  hair  which  she  wore  in  a  long  thick 
braid,  and  that  she  was  very  alert  and  spry  for  her  age.

Almost  destitute,  and  armed  only  with  her  knowledge  of 
French,  she  obtained  a  job  as  governess  and  to  teach  French  to  the 
children  of  a  family  in  Wales.  '  There  she  met  and  married  a  Welsh 
ship  builder  named,  Henry  Hill,  Shortly  thereafter,  they  immigrated 
to  America,  and  at  one  time  lived  at  Jersey  City,  N.J,  Henry  Hill 
went  to  sea' as  a  whaler.  His  final  trip  to  sea  was  fraught  with  many 
misfortunes,  in  fact,  he  was  gone  for  almost  three  years.  Upon  his 
return  he  was  greeted  by  his  daughter  (Betsy  Hill,  believed  their  onlj 
child)  who  was  playing  in  the  yard,  and  he  had  not  seen  before.

"My  grandfather,  Warren  Hill  Morse,  spent  the  last  six  years  of 
his  life  with  me.  He  joined  the  gold  rush  to  California  in  1850, 
and  had  some  interesting  experiences  to  tell  about.  The  party  ' 
started  out  across  country  with  horses,  and  finished  up  on  foot. 
Everything  they  owned,  was  expended  along  the  trail.  At  one  time 
the  Indians  surrounded  them,  and  closed  in  for.  the  kill.  The  party 
held  up  a  member  of  the  caravan  who  had  smallpox \  so  that  the 
Indians  could  see  him.  The  Indians  took  one  look,  and  disappeared  as 
fast  as  their  horses  could  gallop  away,  and'caused  no  further 
trouble  to  Warren’s  party.  To  make  the  trip,  Warren  borrowed'$300 
from  Myron  Avery,  who  subsequently  married  Abigail  M.  Tongue,  a 
sister  of  Levi  Nelson  Tongue,  who  married  Warren’s  sister,  Adeline 
Sutton  Morse.  Warren* and  his  party  found  gold  in  California,  but 
because  of  ill  health,  and  at  the  advise  of  a  doctor,  he  returned 
to  the  East- by  ship.  He  crossed  the  Ismith  of  Panama  on  the  back 
of  a  mule,  and  caught  another  ship  to  New  York.  Warren  found  enough 
gold  to  pay  expenses  and  enough  to  pay  back  the  loan  he  had  obtained 
from  Myron  Avery.” 

Mrs  Josephine  McKay  adds  the  following  information  concerning 
her  father:  "Dad  (Waarren )* lived  with,  and  helped  work  the  farm  of 
his  father,  William  Morse,  until  he  was  about  20  years  old.  and  then 
joined  the  gold  rush  to  California,  one  thing  that  prompted  the  trip 
.  was  the  hope  of  making  enough  money  to  pay  off  the  mortgage  on  his 
father’s  farm.  So  in  1849,  he  joined  a  wagon  train  on  the  long  treck 
to  California.  The  traveling  was  very  slow,  and  while  crossing  the 
desert,  the  party  ran  out  of  water.  'The  suffering  was  very  great 
and  a  number  of  them  set  out  on  foot.  Their  tongues  were  so  swollen 
from  thirst  that  they  cotlld  not  talk  or  close  their  mouths.  Warren 
carried  a  small  tin  pail.  They  eventually  stumbled  upon  a  stagnant 
pool}  with  dead  oxen  lying  near  by.  Warren  filled  his  pail,  laid 
down,  and  drank  his  fill  of  the  polluted  water.  Although  this  water 
saved  his  life,  the  resulting  dysentary  remained  with  him  until  he 
returned  home.'  He  arrived  at  Sacramento,  and  bought  a  shovel  for 
eleven  dollars,  and  five  pounds  of  flour  for  five  dollars.  That  same 
night  the  shovel  was  stolen.  He  was  successful  in  his  quest  for  gold, 
but  due  to  his  failing  health,  he  had  to  return  home."

The  writer  has  spent  many  unsuccessful  hours  in  the  Congressional 
Library  and  elsewhere,  attempting  i^o  locate  the  name  of  David  Moss* 
father,  which  is  necessary  before  his  ancestors  can  be  determined, • 
All  evidence  appears  to  indicate  that  he  came  from'New  Jersey,  and 
probably  just  across  the  border  from  Orange  County,  New  York. 

The  only  information  concerning  David  Moss?  ancestors,  known  to 
exist  at  present,  is  contained  in  the  book:  "Genealogical  and  Family 
History  of  Central  New  York"  Vol.l,  published  in  1912.  This  book 
indicates  that  David  Moss  is  believed  to  be  a  great-grandson  of 
Robert  Morse  (2)  who  was  a  son  of  Robert  Morse  (l). 

Robert  Morse  (l),  the  immigrant  ancestor;  was  born  in  England' and 
came  to  Massacheusetts.

Determining  degrees  of  Cousinship 

Having  encountered  a  great  deal  of  difficulty  in  determining 
the  various  degrees  of  cousinship,  the, writer  found  it  necessary  to 
consult  a  genealogist  who  set  up  the  diagram  listed  below.  It  is 
included  as  information  to  those  who  may  be  experiencing  similar 
difficulty.

From  the  above  diagram  it  is  apparent  that  Evander  Tongue,  Jr., 
and  Levi  Tongue,  Jr.,  are  first  cousins,  or  cousins  of  the  first 
generation,  because  they  are  the  first  generation  of  their  fathers1 
line  of  descent.  Evander  Tongue,  3d.,  and  Levi  Tongue,  3d.,  are 
second  cousins,  because  they  are  of  the  second  generation.  Thus,  it 
may  continue  on  through  the  third  generation,  and  on.  The  examples 
herein  given  apply  to  female  as  well  as  male  lines  of  descent.

This  record  primarily  concerns  the  descendants  of  Friedrich 
Martin  Bliesner  (B),  because  not  much  information  is  available 
at  present  concerning  other  branches  of  the  family.  However,  all 
known  information  concerning  other  members  of  the  family  has  been 
included  herein. 

Both  parents  of  Friedrich  Martin  Bliesner  (B),  immigrated 
to  America  from  Pommern,  Germany,  in  the  early  1850’s,  and  settled 
at  or  near  Mequon,  Wisconsin,  later  buying  a  farm  near  Cedarburg, 
Wis.

HAUGER  or  HAUER 

In  Norway,  most  surnames  are  patronymics*  This  custom 
consists  of  a  modification  of  the  paternal  name  borne  by  the 
•  children*  A  "son"  or  "sen"  is  added  to  the  Christian  or  given 
name  of  the  father,  and  this  becomes  the  surname  of  all  sons 
and  daughters*  For  instance,  where  the  father1 s  given  name 
was  Christian,  his  childrens1  surnames  would  be  Christianson 
or  Christiansen;  where  the  father !s  name  was  Peder,  his 
children's  surname  would  be  Pederson  or  Pedersen*  The  surname 
of  the  daughters  is  dropped  of  course  upon  marrying* 

It  appears,  however,  that  Peder  Hauer  and  his  brothers 
and  sisters,  did  not  follow  this  custom,  since  their  father fs 
name  was  Christian  Larson  Hauger.  They  took  their  surname 
from  the  name  of  the  farm  on  which  they  were  born* ‘There  were 
two  of  these  farms:  North  Hauger,  and  South  Hauger,  located 
near  Nittedahl,  Norway,  which  is  approximately  100  U*S.  miles 
(about  10  to  12  Norwegian  miles)  from  0sl«*  Translated  into 
English,  the  name  "Hauger",  means  "hills11*  It  is  not  known 
from  which  of  the  two  Hauger  farms  the  family  came* 

Peder  Hauer,  in  about  the  year  1874,  had  his  surname 
legally  changed  from  "Hauger"  to  "Hauer".  One  reason  for  his 
doing  this  was  to  prevent  his  mail  from  going  astray,  since 
there  were  so  many  similar  names:  Haug,  Haugen,  Haugan,  etc*, 
and  the  letter  "g"  was  not  pronounced  anyway*  Lars  Hauger, 
Pederfs  oldest  brother,  uppers  to  be  the  only  member  of  the 
family  who  retained  the  original  spelling  of  the  name  after 
arriving  in  America* 

Furthermore,  Peder  Hauer  very  much  disliked  what  he 
considered  superfluous  letters  in  any  name*  He  stated:  "A 
person  should  have  one  good  short  name" •  This  pet  aversion 
of  his  is  reflected  in  the  names  he  gave  his  children*  Thus: 
Hariet,  Fin,  and  Nor,  found  it  necessary  to  add  a  letter  to 
Americanize  their  names*  Chris  (Krist) ,  who  was  named  after 
his  grandfather  Christian  Larson  Hauger,  was  the  only  one  of 
the  children  who  found  it  desirable  to  drop  a  letter  in  the 
spelling  of  his  given  name  when  immigrating  to  America* 

Grandmother  Lino  Hauer,  often  averred,  that  the  records 
of  the  "Hauger"  family,  concerning  dates  of  births,  deaths, 
and  marriages,  for  a  period  of  several  hundred  years,  were 
available  in  the  Church  at  Nittedahl,  Norway* 
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The  following  information  is  from  an  old  book  enherited  by 
bestefar  Peder  Hauer  from  his  father  Christian  Larson  Hanger,  and 
given  to  the  writer  by  bestemor  Lina  Hauer*  The  book,  which  has 
been  repaired  and  rebound  by  the  writer  to  better  preserve  it  for 
future  generations,  is  written  in  old  Norwegian,  and  is  entitled: 
"Den  J/$difte  Hiftorie,  fra  Jernf alems  fidfte  Odelaeggelfe  indtil 
vore  tider ,  tillegemed  Nogle  Tillaeg ,  af  Mag.  Chriftian  Baftholm, 
Kipbenhavn  1782".  Translated,  this  means:  "The  Jewish  History  from 
Jerusalem’s  Final  Destruction  un+‘l  our  Times,  and  also  some 
Additions  by  Mag  (Professor)  Ch_ ..  vian  Bastholm.  Third  Edition. 
Printed  in  Copenhagen  in  the  year  1782". 

The  information  concerning  various  members  of  the  family 
appears  on  both  sides  of  two  flyleaves  in  the  back  of  the  book. 

A  correct  translation  of  this  text  was  difficult;  first  because 
it  is  obscured  in  places  due  to  age;  and  second  because  it  is 
written  both  in  "riksmal"  and  "landsmal"  dialects,  reflecting 
two  different  periods  in  the  history  of  Norway.  There  also 
appears  certain  rural  variations,  particularly  in  spelling,  which 
in  former  times,  differed  from  one  valley  to  the  next.  In  addition 
there  ar6  several  English  words  used,  but  they  are  spelled  in 
Norwegian,  which  only  adds  to  the  confusion* 

There  follows  on  exact  copy  of  the  Norwegian  writing  oppo¬ 
site  the  word  "TEXT’'',  with  the  English  version  immediately  below 
opposite  the  word  "TRANS";  as  translated  after  many  hours  of  study, 
by  a  member  of  the  Norske  Embassy,  and  Mr  Arnvid  Nygaard  of  the 
National  Geographic  Society,  in  Washington,  D.C.

(shooting  matches),  only  one  is  known  to  exist  in  the  family  at  this 
time,  and ^  that  is  a  silver  ladle,  won  at  Lamoen,  Norway,  in  1859* 

The  trophies  in  those  days  usually  consisted  of  some  type  of  silver 
ware*  He  evidently  was  artistically  inclined*  He  enjoyed  works 
of  art  (at  one  time  owned  considerable),  good  books,  and  played  the 
violin*  They  say  he  was  very  entertaining  when  playing  the  violin 
when  he  would  keep  time  to  the  music  with  his  nose*  He  was  a 
successful  business  man,  and  accumulated  a  considerable  amount  of 
money  and  property*  Later  on  in  life  he  lost  the  most  of  it.  The 
reason  for  his  financial  down-fall,  was  caused  by  several  incidents. 
One  was  a  fire;  another  appears  to  have  been  the  fact  that  he  placed 
too  much  trust  in  his  fellow  man. 

Chris  Hauer  (the  writer’s  father),  had  the  following  to  say 
about  his  father  (Peder  Hauer)  and  his  uncle  (Lars  HaugerJ;  although 
he (Chris)  was  born  a  long  time  after  it  had  transpired: 

’’Uncle  Lars  and  a  Swede  started  Nittedahl’s  Fyrstik  Fatrik 
( match  fact ory) ,  which  is  still  operating.  The  Swede  financed 
the  venture,  and  Uncle  Lars  was  the  mechanic.  Hcv/ever,  the 
Swede,  through  dissipation,  soon  lost  the  factory.  Upon  express¬ 
ing  his  sorry  to  Uncle  Lars,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  he  had 
lost  it  for  them  both,  Uncle  Lars  very  characteristically 
replied,  ”Det  er  ikke  noget  at  bry  dig  0 m.  Det  er  dine  egne 
penger  du  har  tabt” ,  (Don’t  feel  too  badly,  it  was  your  own 
money  you  lost).  This  was  most  generous  of  Lars,  when  one  con¬ 
siders  all  the  time  and  eff 01  *  ue  put  into  the  venture.  Dad  and 
several  others  offered  to  buy  back  the  factory  for  Uncle  Lars, 
but  Uncle  Lars  had  been  toying  with  a  new  idea,  and  decided 
instead  to  emmigrate  to  America,  where  so  many  of  his  friends 
and  neighbors  had  already  gone.  Dad  tried  his  best  to  dissuade 
Lars  from  this  idea,  but  wound  up  aiding  him  to  make  the  trip* 

"Dad  had  a  factory,  making  white  clay  pipes,  also  one  of  Lars’ 
ideas,  but  if,  did  not  prove  entirely  successful.  Dad  established 
the  factory  in  one  of  his  several  buildings,  and  Lars  obtained 
the  necessary  machinery.  I  never  did  see  the  factory,  or  machinery, 
but  I  did  see  thousands  of  clay  pipes,  which  Dad  sold  for  2  jzfre 
a  piece  (2  for  a  penny).  Dad  had  a  store  which  burned  down  before 
my  days.  However,  I  was  born  in  the  building  Dad  built  where  the 
store  stood*  Dad’s  store  burned  down  between  1880  and  I885.  That 
brings  to  memory  another  detail*  Dad  accepted  about  20,000  Nor¬ 
wegian  dollars  worth  of  merchandise,  from  a  friend,  for  storage 
in  his  store.  Dad,  of  course,  signed  a  note  for  this  merchandise 
while  it- was  in  his  possession*  It  burned  with  the  store,  and  in 
addition,  Dad  had  just  previously  reduced  his  fire  insurance  by 
about  5 0$.  This  bonfire  amounted  to  a  pretty  expensive  affair. 

In  another* deal ,  with  another  friend,  Dad  lost  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  of  60,000  Norwegian  dollars  in  a  business  venture,  but  the 
details  of  this  transaction  are  not  immediately  available.” 
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Peder  Hauer’s  oldest  brother  Lars,  in  the  year  1869 
his  sister  Mrs  Marie  Burg,  and  her  husband,  in  the  year  1 
and  his  sister,  Mrs  Reinhaldine  Torgerson,  in  about  1883, 
emigrated  to  America,  and  their  letters  reflected  the  adv 
of  living  in  the  New  World.  So,  in  the  year  1902,  Peder  E 
brought  his  family  to  America* 

The  party  bound  for  America  consisted  of  his  wife  a 
children,  his  sister  Karine,  and  Marie  Nelson  who  was  a  c 
of  Iver  Jacobson  of  Maddock,  N.Dak.,  (no  relation  to  the 
The  left  Oslo,  Norway,  on  28  August  1902,  on  the  ship  OSC 
(which  was  later  wrecked  off  the  coast  of  Scotland),  and 
in  New  York  City  on  or  about  5  September  1902*  The  party 
in  Minnewaukon,  N.Dak.,  on  10  September  1902.  The  first 
upon  arrival,  Peder  Hauer,  and  family,  resided  with  his  s 
Mrs  Marie  Burg,  on  a  farm  in  Albert  Township,  north  of  Ma 
N.Dak.  It  is  the  first  house  straight  west  of  Iver  Jacobs 
farm,  should  anyone  like  to  visit  it. 

With  the  coming  of  Spring  (1903) ,  Peder  Hauer,  with 
family,  moved  to  his  homestead,  located  approximately  2-1 
E  and  1-1/2  Mi  N  of  Maddock,  N.Dak.  The  farm  is  located 
league  from  the  crossroad  west  of  the  Creamery  in  Maddock 
the  east-west  highway  intersects  State  Highway  N0.3O,  bea 
057°  True. 

His  oldest  son,  Chris  HauL^ ,  worked  for  Lars  Foss, 
grocery  store,  from  20  September  1903  until  1  January  190 
he  quit  to  take  up  farming.  He  (Chris)  purchased  a  relin 
consisting  of  eighty  acres,  which  was  located  directly  ea 
adjacent  to  his  father’s  homestead.  He  homesteaded  this 
July  1906,  built  all  the  buildings  thereon,  and  obtained 
to  it  in  1912.  In  February  1913*  he  purchased  a  quarter 
of  land  from  the  Farmers  State  Bank,  and  this  property  wa 
the  ’’Bank  Land”.  This  land  was  located  one  mile  directly 
the  original  eighty  acres,  and  had  a  lake  on  it.  The  wri 
the  cattle  from  the  home-place  to  the  Bank  Land,  in  the  s 
morning  and  nite ,  for  a  period  of  over  six  years* 

The  house  which  is  still  standing  on  Peder  Hauer’s 
stead,  was  built  by  Chris  Hauer  and  Fred  C.  Bliesner  (EF) 

But,  again  the  desire  to  move,  prompted  Peder  Hauer 
shove  off  to  new  frontiers.  So,  he  sold  his  farm  to  Thou 
Warberg,  and  proceeded  to  Alberta,  Canada.  With  his  wife 
children,  less  Chris  and  Harriet,  in  canpany  with  his  sis 
Burg,  whose  husband  had  died),  Simon  Hestness,  Hildus  Fos 
his  brother-in-law  Haugen,  Andrew  Smith,  Mr  &  Mrs  Fred  C. 
his  brother-in-law  Oscar  Reeck,  and  Rev  Sheldon  Slater  (a 
of  Wilson  Slater  of  Hesper ,N.D. ) ,  left  Maddock  on  15  Nove 
Peder  Hauer  obtained  a  homestead  near  Consort,  Alberta,  C 
and  there  he  died.
